tions be prohibited and enjoined from paying 
to any depositor or creditor upon any account 
or deposit liability any amount during the per- 
iod of time covered by this proclamation and 
said institutions shall remain closed during 
such time."

Only when dire need is 
brought to our attention, by an 
individual 
instance, 
do we 
be- 


come aroused, and pitiful to the 
point of real helpfulness. 
Day after day we pass over the 
death notices in the paper, with 
never a thought of the aggrega- 
tion of sorrow which they repre- 
sent—until, suddenly, one we love 
la listed there; and then what a 
difference! 
All about us unem- 
ployment and 
financial 
disaster 
are reported, and we are mildly 
distressed 
and 
puzzled. 
Then 


they strike • our 
own family cir- 


cle, and at once we realize the 
depression in all Its poignancy. 
The Touch of Nature " 


Out of the 
colorful mass of 


people that thronged the Galilean

RESENTED BY JAPAN; ENGLAND 


REPLACES U. S. AS VILLAIN

arms shipments to Japan a..d Chi- 
na has caused that country to mo- 
mentarily replace the United States 
in the villlan's role of the interna- 
tional drama as seen through Jap- 
anese eyes.

Born In Wisconsin 


Born at Two Rivers, Wls., on 


June 12, 1859, Senator Walsh start- 
ed out. to be a school teacher, aft- 
er receiving his education in tho 
public schools and the University 
of Wisconsin, but became interest- 
ed In the law and began practice 
with his brother, Henry C. Walsh, 
at Redfield, S. D., in 1884. Six 
years later he moved to Helena, 
Mont. 
Becoming 
interested 
in 


politics there Senator Walsh offer- 
ed for election to the House of 
Representatives In 1906, but was 
defeated. 
He also was defeated 


for tho Senate in 1910, but was 
elected in 1912. 
Mr. Walsh had seen ten years 


of service in the 
Senate 
when 
that body decided that the secre- 
cy surrounding the leasing of the 
oil reserves to Doheny and Sin- 
clair by Fall 
during tho 
early 
days of the Harding 
administra- 


tion required investigation. 
He 


had come to be recognized among 
his fellows as a learned lawyer, 
but he was little known to the 
country. 


When it was put underway, the 


oil Inquiry Itself created scarcely 
a ripple, and when weeks of the 
Inquiry had run Into mo-' s with 
nothing of the senastional devel- 
oped It was almost lost sight of. 
Painstaking 
examination of vast 


volumes of 'he record had con- 
vinced 
Senator 
Walsh, 
however, 
that the transactions had not been 
wholly In the interest 'of the gov- 
ernment. With this conviction he

Senator urged him to become a 
candidate for the Democratic Pres- 
idential nomination, but he ad- 
hered to his original plan to sup- 
port, William G McAdoo and in a 
public announcement argued that 
the bringing of McAdoo's name in- 
to the oil inquiry as one of the 
several former cabinet officers em- 
ployed by Doheny at one time or 
a.nother as counsel had In no way 
impaired his availability as a pres- 
dential candidate. 
Fate had It that Senator Walsh 


should become chairman of the 
Madison 
Square Garden conven- 


tion, a sort of arbiter in the his- 
tory-making struggle between Mc- 
Adoo and Alfred E. 
Smith, the 


New York governor, and also in 
the religious and racial row which 
was bound up in the controversy 
over n. proposed platform plank 
denouncing the Ku Klux Klan 
Like Governor Smith, whom ho re 
fused to support, the senator was 
a Catholic and so no friend of 
the Klan;. but he told the leaders 
of the warring factions that as

BANKRUPTCY BILL 


SENATE TAKES" UP SMITH 
COTTON POOL BILL WITH 
EARLY PASSAGE INDICATED 


WASHINGTON, March 1. 


•—(IP)—The senate today ac- 
cepted house amendments to 
the Smith cotton pool-acre- 
age reduction bill and sent 
the measure to the white 
house. There is some doubt 
whether President Hoover 
will sign it. 
The measure passed the house 


yesterday 188 to 1838. 
The bill, sponsored by Senator 


Smith (D., S. C.,), would permit 
planters to cut their 1933 acreage 
to participate in a huge govern- 
ment pool. 
All government-financed cotton, 


except that held by the RedCrofs, 
including 1,500,000 bales owned by 
cooperatives and 710,000 held by 
the agriculture department as col- 
lateral for loans, would be placed 
in the hands of a six-member 
board in the department. 


Growers agreeing to cut their 


production by 30 per cent would 
receive an option on a share in 
the pool equivalent to their reduc- 
tions. 
When the cotton was sold, the 


growers would benefit by increas- 
ed prices expected to result from 
the curtailed production. 


WASHINGTON, March 
I—(IP)— 


The house today completed con- 
gressional action on the emergency 
(bankruptcy revision measure while 
the senate approved a resolution 
to hold up award of an ocean 
snail contract by the postoffice de- 
partment. 
Senate amendments to the bank- 
ruptcy bill were adopted quickly, 
and the measure was sent to the 
•white house. It is intended to aid 
Individuals, farmers and railroads 
obtain a readjustment 
of their 


debts. 


The senate voted 45 to 28 against 


Awarding an ocean mail contract 
to the Philadelphia Mail Steam- 
ship company pending an invtst- 
igation. The action is not man- 
datory on the postoffice depart- 
ment. 


Immediately thereafter the sen- 


ate took up the Smith cotton pool 
bill with Indications of early pass- 
age.
